One day not long 
ago the “New York Herald” startled 
America with the news of this stran 
exploitation of the dead, and the 
story, you may be sure, made a sen- 
sation; it was told with thrilling effect 
and noisy headlines. And now comes 
the uel in a remarkable book by 
Dr. “Charles Phelps, entitled ‘Trau- 
matic Injuries of the Brain and its 
Membranes.” He was no morbid 
lunatic the man who was permitted to 
make targete of the dead in the New 
York Morgue; but a student who had 
for many a long year given the best 
hours of his life both to the science 
of surgery and the practice of medicine.
